R 7 are each independently hydrogen or optionally substituted alkyl or, where R, is NR*R 5 ,R* and R 5 can be joined to form, together 
with the intervening nitrogen atom, a heterocycloalkyl ring; R« is hydrogen, alkoxy or diatkylaminoalkyl; R 9 is optionally substituted 
alkyl; Rio is hydrogen, alkyl, alkoxy or dialkylaminoalkyl; R u and R i2 are independently hydrogen, alkyl, alkoxy, thioatkoxy, amino, 
alkylamino, dialkylamino, morpholino, piperidino,piperazino or 1-aziridinyl; A is an optionally substituted aryl or heteroaryl ring; 
and Dr is a moiety such that DrXH represents a cytotoxic or cytostatic compound. 
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
